Such industries in this state, as will 
b e in need 
of 
increased 
tonnage, 
should make their arrangements at 
onee, so that their requirements may 
b e cared for b efore the advent of se- 
vere weather. 
In addition, we are also ab le to ad­ 
vise that we are removing 
the 
re­ 
strictions as to the use of coal b y 
florists and that, they may hereafter 
take in such tonnage as they require. 
There are no changes, however, in 
the restrictions as to the use of coal 
b y b reweries or for use in connection 
with the malting of grain.

cause of the anticipated reduced re­ 
quirements of war industries, as well 
as b ecause of the not unsatisfactory 
present condition in the supply of Ill­ 
inois b ituminous

throughout

months. 
But with this removal of 
certain restrictions, we mtist ttfftrtrfftf 
expect your continued full 
coopera­ 
tion to the extent that you will con­ 
tinue to ab ide b y the instructions is­ 
sued in order No. 110 of Octob er 24, 
which required that coal in storage 
b e held for use following the advent 
of severe weather, after January 1. 
and certainly in no event should such 
coal b e consumed 
b efore 
Dec. 
1. 
Your present requirements should b e 
cared for b y current deliveries. 
The only exception which is justi­ 
fied is whçre an industry already has 
in stock, sufficient coal to take rare 
of its requirements until March 
or 
Apiil— and in these eases it is rea­ 
s on a b l e to expect that the consump­ 
tion of coal so stom l may have com­ 
menced. 
In these ins'ances, our on­ 
ly caution is that you should not 
postpone, until too late a day, the 
matter of taking in such 
additional 
supplies of coal as will 
carry 
you 
throughout the winter period. 
The restrictions 
concerning 
the 
industrial use of anthracite and coke 
are not in any respect changed, nor 
is there at this time any change in

London, Nov. 19.— British casual­ 
ties during the war, including all the 
theaters of activities, totaled 3,049,- 
991, it was announced in the house 
of commons today by J ames J an Mc­ 
Pherson, parliamentary secretary for 
the war office. 
Of this number the 
nfHpprq killed 
wounded, or missing 
aggregated 142,634 and the men 2,- 
90 7,3 57. 
The total of British losses in killed 
on all fronts during the war was 
658,665, 
the 
secretary 
said. 
Of 
these 37,836 were officers and 620,- 
829 were men. 
Wounded More Than 2,000,000 
The total British wounded in the 
war was more than 2,000,000, the 
parliamentary 
secretary’s 
figures 
showing the aggregate to be 2.032,- 
12 2. 
The losses in missing, includ­ 
ing prisoners, totaled 359.145. 
Of the wounded 92,644 were offi­ 
cers and 1,939,47 8 were men. 
Of the missing, including prison­ 
ers, 12,0 9 4 were officers and 3 4 7,- 
051 were men. 
The figures given include troops 
from India and the dominions.
